I recommend neither the Language nor 
the Poetry ; bat I'N do Sir Fobn that Juſtice, 
as to own i Quote them withoat his Book, 


oY: Fobn Suckling, one that in bis time 


and gomee may not have done him right, 
tho' the ſecond aad laſt Lines, in uv hich 
the Emphaſis- of che whole contifts, 1 am 
very ſure are Right But the Moral 
is to my purpoſe cxaQlly. 

'Tis the Diſhogour of our Engliſh Gentry, 
to run in Debt to Scoundrels and Mecha- 
nicks; and the Inſults they frequently meec 
with on that Account are u ,and 
ſucly as I have often wonder'd they could 
bear. 1 have indeed heard of a Perſon of 
Quality, who was fond of a Crowd of Duvs, 
attending every Morning at his Door, be- 
cauſe it luok't great, and made « Hcud/ſome 
Leyee ;, ihach good may do him wich the 
not; Nom much __ =_ the _—_ 
any Gentleman, to buy t what 
he pays for, and pay at Demand for every 
thing he buys z and how much _ 
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ſhall Gave by it, T need not ask him ; let his 
Steward and Coachman, Anſwer that; to 
whom the Tradeſmen Plead, they cannot 
afford Poundage, their Lord buys ſo hard 
tor the ſake of Ready Money, that they get 
too little to make any Allowance. 

It would take me np too much time here, 
to explain to our Gentlemen, what Extra- 
vagancies they are at, in taking Credit of 
the Tradeſmen ; how their Stewards have 
Poundage, their Coach:ien double Salla- 
Tics, and all their Servants Bribes, to Re- 
commend and give Preferences to thoſe 
Goods: they propoſEJ; how they recommend 
the Goods of thuie Tradeſmen they are in 
Fee with, Reſpetting not their Lords 1n- 
tercft, not the Price, not the Goodneſs of 
the Goods, but the Conlideration to them- 
ſelvesz all which Fees, Bribes, and Con- 
{id:rations, the Mafter pays in the Price of 
the Goods, aud the Tradeſmen ſuit their 
Rates to the Goodneſs of his Pay, and 
frequently make ſuch Provilton, - that if 
they get half their Money, they are very 
eaſe about the reft, it will come ſometime 
or other; and as whe:ever it. comes *cis 
clear Gain; ſo if it never comes, they 
reckon themſelves but ſma!l Loſers. 

And tho' my laſtancing in this, is but a 
Digreſhion, yet I cannot pals over another 
Remark here, in Which wouid our Gentle- 
men but Regard it, they would find them- 
ſclves horribly Abuſed, and a ftrange Ha- 
yock made of their Reputation, by every 
Mechanick tiey deal with 5 who to Excuſe 
his own Ill Payment to a Creditor, tells 
him the vaſt Snmms he has que to him, 
from ſuch and ſuch great Families, and that 
he can get no Money of them, and there- 
fore cannot Pay him; and whether it be 
true or no, thoſe Fnmilies being known for 11] 
Paymafters, it ſesves his turn, 22d he foly=s 
his own. Reputation at the Expence of 
theirs. I hd once 2a Tenant in Weſtmin- 
Fer, tho' the World has fince taken care 
I ſhallf hare no Tenants any where, but 
t hat by rhe bz, who was a Butcher; I never 
came to this Fellow for Rent, buc if his 
Money was not ready, ſucha great Lord ow'd 
him 1<o JI. ard ſich a Great Othcer at 
Court ow'd him 501. and he had been e- 
very day for 2 Fortnight at their Huutes, 


but could not get a Penny; at laſt my 
Butcher was pleas'd to Break, and when 
his Debts came tro be Eximin'd, theſe Great 
Folks never w'd him a Farthing, nor had 
bur very ſ-idom bought ary *- , of him 
ſo that all this was a $';cm But as the 
Perſons he us'd to Nam:, were known 00 
be in D<bt, to ſuch 2+ he, it fer» 'd bis 
Turn we!l eno:'j,n; ard inv Lord's Repu- 
tation went -4:inz about the Town, 
to pitch up tne I Xigencics of every Bank- 
FUPL, ——— 

Would our Geotlemen but conhder, what 
Havock Tradeimen make of theic Repu- 
tation 5 how they Expule them on every. 
occatiun z how they put off their own Cre- 
dirors, by Scandalouſly Expoing their lung 
Accounts with them, and trequently ſhow 
their Books, where they ftand Debtors, 
and tell for how much, and how long; it 


would make them reſolve to run through 


any ſort of Inconveniences, rather than be 
ſo Treated z and indeed *'tis a wonder to 
me to Refle ſometimes, how tamely our 
Gentlemen will take the Inſults and 
L2nguag2 of a Dunning Shopkeeper OC 
Workman; when for half that Language 
amorvg themſelves, they fall to Cutting 
of Throats, Duels, and I know not what 
ExtraVagancics.
